GOLD SUPPLY AT TOP PEAK 


Federal Reserve Banks Held $4,- 
706,000,000 on April 8. 

WASHINGTON, April 16. —Gvid 
held by Federal RHeserve Banks 
reached 1s highest point April 8 
when it totaled $4,706,000,000 an 
increase of $8,000,000 in a week 
and $271,900,000 in the last year. 

The Federal Reserve review of 
conditions of member banks placed 
the monetary gold stock at $4.- 
706.000.000 following- a steady in- 
crease since 1928 when, for a short 
time, there was an outward flow of 
gold. Monetary gold stocks reached 
$4,702,000,000 on May 16, 1927, 
but attained that figure in a short 
spurt which di4 not last long. Gol3 
movement to the United States of 
late has been chiefly from South 
America and the Far East with 
relatively little coming from Europe 
in the last year. The flow has been 
chiefly due to the lack of demanc 
for foreign credit and the fact that 
foods bought for export were paid 
fer with gold.

Anonymous Phone Call 
From Rockford Says Vic- 
tim Won’t Be Hurt if 
Money Is Paid.

MONROE, Wis., April 10.—Fred 
J. Blumer, 50 years old, a Monroe 
brewer of near beer and former 
president of the Wisconsin Brew- 
ers’ Association, today apvnarently 
was in the hands of kidnapers who 
were demanding $150,000 for his 
release. 

Blumer, whose friends describe 
him as not rich enough to meet 
such a demand, disappeared last 
night after he had left his home 
to keep an.sappointment with a 
man who telephoned him, request- 
ing Blumer to meet him and an- 
other man at a local hotel. Later 
he intended to attend a meeting of 
the directors of the Monroe Coun- 
try Club. 

The missing man failed to ap- 
pear at the club and so far as 
could be learned did not enter the 
hotel, leading the authorities to 
think his abductors forced their 
way into his automobile near the 
latter place. His disappearance 
was followed by a anonymous 
telephone call from HRockferd, IIL, 
in which a man notified R. C. 
Wells of the ransom demand. Wells 
and Charies Strock, with Blumer, 
are owners of the Blumer Prod- 
ucts Co., of which Blumer is presi- 
dent. : 

Auto Found in Freeport. 

While the call came from HRock- 
ford, it was represented as having 
been made from Freeport, Ill. 

“Blumer is safe,” said the caller. 
“He will not be hurt if we get the 
150 ‘c’s’ ($150,000). Tell his wife 
not to worry and come yourself to 
Freeport. You'll find Blumer’s 
car parked here.” 

Instead of goifig to Freeport, 
Wells notified Sheriff Myron West, 
i'who left immediately with the 
‘missing man’s brother, Jacob, who 
sought the help of Lilinois officers 
in an effort to rescue the victim. 

Blumer’s automobile was d:scov- 


fered abandoned on the streets or 


Freeport, as the abductors prom- 
ised, but no trace was found of the 
missing brewer either in Freeport 
or in Rockford. 

Abduction One of Series. 

Blumer’s company has peen 
seeking to introduce a near- beer 
product in Rockford, Ill., and it 
was thought by his friends that 
Blumer thought the telephone call 
summoning him to the hotel was 
connected with the Rockford ven- 
ture. At his home it was said the 
mun who called him represented 
himself to be the manager of a 
drug store chain at Rockford. 

His abduction was one of a se- 
ries occurring in the Middle West 
in recent months, including the re- 
cent kidnaping of a brewer of 
Evanston, Hl, who was subse- 
quently released on payment of a 
ransom demand. s 

Blumer’s daughter, Marian, 19, 
and her mother. were prostrated by 
news of the abduction.

NURSE’S CITIZENSHIP PLEA 


Canadian Woman Files Her Brief 
in Supreme Court,

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Ma- 
rie Averil Bland, a Canadian Worid 
War nurse, now residing in New 
York City, vigorously protested to 
the Supreme Court today against 
the refusal of the Government to 
admit her to citizenship unless she 
agreed to take up arms in its de- 
fense.

BLOOD TRANSTUSION 
PLANNED FOR LEMON 


Grand Bank Loot Negotiator 
Seriously Ill in Jefferson 
City Hospital, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the’ 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
State Representative Joseph L. 
Lemon of S&t. Louis, principal 
figure in the Grand Nation- 
al Bank bond recovery § case, 
is in serious condition at St. 
Mary's Hospital here suffering 
with hemorrhage of the nose, and 
physicians will resort to a blood 
transfusion as soon as the hemor- 
rhage is stopped. 

Since Wednesday night when the 
hemorrhage started, efforts to stop 
the bleeding have been unavailing, 
although the condition was said 
to be improved today. Examina- 
tion disclosed that at least two 
blood vessels had been ruptured. 

Lemon, who has been in Ill 
health for two years, was standing 
in front of the Central Hotel chat- 
ting with two friends when the 
hemorrhage began. He was taken 
to a drug store and then to the 
office of a physicians who ordered 
him to the hospital. Physicians 
attribute his condition to harden- 
ing of arteries resulting from the 
kidney trouble and high blood 
pressure with which he has _ suf- 
fered. 

As is known, Lemon was bur- 
dened’ with debts for hospital bills 
and living expenses when he agreed 
to act as*the agent in the return 
of $822,000 worth of bonds stolen 
in the million-dollar burglary 
of the Grand National Bank last 
May. 

Acting, he said, as attorney for 
Emmett M. Myers, vice president 
of the Fidelity & Deposit Co. of 
Maryland, which had insured the 
bank for $150,000 against robbery, 
Lemon dealt with the underworld 
and delivered the bonds to Myers 
for a reward of $140,000. It is 
understood he retained $15,000 as 
his fee and delivered the remainder 
of the cash to the intermediary 
with whom he dealt and whom he 
has steadfastly declined to name. 

In the long grand jury investi- 
gation which began when recovery 
of the bonds was announced Lem- 
on was the only principal in the 
transaction who declined to testify. 
On the ground that any statement 
hé made might incriminate him, he 
refused to answer questions and 
blocked the jury’s effort to trace 
the stolen bonds to their under- 
world source.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
death of Speaker Longworth has 
confronted Republicans with a se- 
ries of grave problems, upon the 
solution of which will -depend 
events in the next Congress, thus, 
to some extent, affecting the na- 
ture of the presidential campaign 
in 1932. Chief among the questions 


presented is that of choosing a Re- 
publican candidate for Speaker; of 
organizing the next House, and of 
carrying fhe Cincinnati district 
which Longworth represented, 

There is vast confusion and pro- 
found disagreement among House 
Republicans concerning the selec- 
tion of a candidate for the speak- 
ership. Under the usual custom, 
Representative John Q. Tilson of 
Connecticut, the majority floor 
leader, would have first call. But 
Tilson is in disfavor with his asso- 
ciates because of his submissive 
attitude toward the White House 
during the last session, especially 
in connection with :; 
loan bill, on which Longworth led 
the House in overriding the Presi- 
dent’s veto. 

Representative Bertrand Snell of 
New York, chairman of the Rules 
Committee, is another obvious pos- 
sibility, and he is distinctly more 
popular in the House than Tilson. 
However, both Snell and Tilson are 
handicapped by the fact that they 
are Easterners, and there has been 
a growing~-feeling in the lower 
chamber that the West should be 
represented in the leadership. | 

Others Mentioned for Post. 

On this account there is some 
talk about Representatives Will R. 
Wood of Indiana, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, and 
Ramseyer of Iowa. Since any Re- 
publican must have progressive 
votes to be elected Speaker of the 
next Congress, it is likely that Wood 
may have forfeited his chances by 
his angry denunciation of Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, during the last 
session as “a consummate dema- 
gogue.” Norris is the leader of the 
progressives in Congress. 

Ramseyer is a “middle-of-the- 
roader,” who enjoys much prestige 
among conservatives and progres- 
sives alike, but it is highly ques- 
tionable whether the administra- 
tion would not oppose his selection, 
on the ground that he is too pro- 
gressive. 

In his last address to the House, 
delivered upon the adjournment of 
the last session, Longworth re- 
marked that “only an _ all-wise 
Providence can determine who is 
to organize the next House.” The 
prophetic character of his words 
has become more obvious since his 
death. The actual membership of 
that body today consists of 216 Re- 
publicans, 215 Democrats and one 
Farmer-Laborite. There are three 
vacancies, caused by the deaths of 


Representatives Cooper of Wis- 
consin, Aswell of Louisiana and 
Longworth. 


The election of another Demo- 
crat to succeed Aswell is assured, 
and the Wisconsin district is cer- 
tain to elect another Republican in 
Cooper’s place. But concerning the 
Cincinnati district, which Long- 
worth had represented for so many 
years, therd is acute uncertainty. 
In recent years his majorities have 
narrowed steadily, and in the last 
election it was two days before 
complete returns disclosed that he 
had scraped through by a margin 
of less than 4000. Competent ob- 
servers stated that any other Re- 
publican would have been | badly 
beaten.

FLIGHT TIME CUT 
TO 9 DAYS, 3 HOURS 


Charles W. A. Scott Lowers 
Record by More Than 
19 Hours. 


By the Associated Press. 


\PORT DARWIN, North Austra- 
lia, April 10.—Charles W. A. Scott, 
swooping down on the airfield here 
from a flight over the Timor Sea, 
set a new record today for a flight 
between England and Australia. 

Landing at 5:50 p. m. he con- 
cluded in 9 days, 3 hours 20 
minutes a trip of about 11,000 
miles over the plains, mountains 
and forests of Eurasia and _ the 
Malay Archipelago. 

His mark is better by 19 hours, 
40 minutes than the record es- 
tablished by Wing Commander 
Charles Kingsford-Smith last Oct. 
20. Kingsford Smith's time was 9 
days, 23 hours, which was 5% days 
better than the previous record. 

Scott, who isa former Royal Air- 
force officer, left Lympne Ajir- 
drome, England, at 5 a. m. 
Wednesday, April 1, flying by way 
of Belgrade, Aleppo, Bushire, Ka- 
rachi, Rangoon and Surabaya. 

The last stage of his flight was 
from Surabaya, where he spent 
last night, to Bima, and after re- 
fueling, from Bima across the Ti- 
mor Sea, one of the most danger- 
ous stretches of ocean along the 
world's air lanes, to Port Darwin. 
Port Darwin is the nearest inhabit- 
ed point in Australia to the Asiatic 
mainland.

The penalty for nonpay- 
ment, witnesses said, was inabilty 
to get fish or, sometimes, violence. 

George P. Bowler, former execu- 
tive of one of the market concerns, 
admitted having drawn checks to 
the order of fictitious persons. 
These checks wére turned into 
cash and, the prosecution contends, 
the cash was paid to racketeers for 
protection. Samuel Untermyer, at- 
torney for Crain, objected because 
Bowler was asked about transac- 
tions that took place before Crain 
became District Attorney.

OF FATHER’S DEATH

CINCINNATI, O., April 10.—Cin- 
cinnati today prepared for the fun- 
eral tomorrow of speaker Lonég- 
worth. The city was in mourning, 
except for a little girl at Rookwood. 
home of the Longworths. There 
was none who would tell 6-year-old 
Paulina Longworth that her fath- 
é¢r was dead. The task was left to 
Mrs. Longworth when she arrives 
with the body. 


Longworth was the last of his 
name in Cincinnati. The family’s 
achievements have been closely 
1inked with the progress of the city. 
For more than a century the Long- 
worth family has figured promin- 
ently in city history, especially in 
the development of arts and civic 
enterprises. 


It was in May, 1804, that Nich- 
Olas Longworth, grandfather of the 
late Speaker, arrived here, a young 
man of 21. Although attracted to 
the: legal profession, young Long- 
worth had faith in real estate. As 
his law practice brought him sub- 
stantial financial returns, he pur- 
chased land and later turned his 


attention to vineyards. Great cel- 
lars were made under the hills 
along the river, where sometimes 


as many as 60,000 bottles of wine 
were stored, as well as aging vats. 
It was this member of the family 
who gave to the city its famous 
Eden Park, 225 acres overlooking 
the Ohio River. It was he who 
built the widely known Pike street 
residence of the late Charles P. 
Taft, former publisher of the 
Times-Star, and half-brother of 
William Howard Taft, late Chief 
Justice of the United States. The 
Pike street residence, along with 
the famous art collection, was 
turned over to the city recently on 
the death of Mrs. Anna Sinton 
Taft, widow of the publisher. 

Another Nicholas Longworth was 
the father of the late Speaker. He, 
too, attained fame. His extended 
period as Judge on the Common 
Pleas Court bench was followed by 


election to the State Supreme 
Court. 
The man whom § Cincinnati 


mourns today was born here Nov. 
5, 1869, into a family of great 
wealth and standing. 

A member of the Cincinnati Sym- 
phony Orchestra, who attended 
school with him, said that if the 
late Speaker had chosen to follow 
& musical career instead of public 
life, he could have been famed as 
a concert violinist. Longworth was 
én accomplished musician, both on 
the violin and piano.

This embarrassment to the Gov- 
ernor was taken into consideration 
by some of the Dempcrats in the 
Senate, who saw that if forced to 
sign or veto the bill the Governor 
would be ina political predicament. 
If he refused to sign it, he could 
be charged by Democrats with the 
responsibility for the political chaos 


which would come with congress- | 


ional elections at large. If he 
signed it he would probably be 
subject to criticism within his own 
party for approving a measure 
which gave the Democrats an ad- 
vantage in congressional elections. 


The Governors’ problem is not 
so difficult in the matter of the sen- 
atorial bill. It is assumed generally 
that there is no doubt he will veto 
that measure: if it reaches him, be- 
cause the Republicans would be at 
a greater disadvantage under it 
than they are under the present 
Democratic gerrymander. 

‘The administration has under 
consideration a plan for a senato- 
rial redistricting by the Governor, 
Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State, all Republicans, under a pro- 
vision of the Constitution authoriz- 
ing such action in case the Legisla- 
ture fails to create new senatorial 
districts. 

The Supreme Court 10 years azo 
held that this section of the Con- 
stitution had been repealed by im- 
plication by the adoption of the in- 
itiative and referendum amend- 
ment, the Court holding that under 
that amendment the people had re- 
served to themselves the right of 
legislation, and that as redistricting 
was a legislative act, it could not 
be performed by the there,officials 
and that the Legislature could not 
delegate a power reserved for the 
people.

Franklin C. Simmons, with a buf- 
let wound in her head, was found 
dying early today in the arms of

Police doubted 
this, and expressed a belief- that thé 
two, grieving over the death a year 
ago of their 3-year-old daughter, 
Barbara, had made a suicide agree- 
ment and that Simmons was dis- 
covered by his wife’s parents be- 
fore he could kill himself.

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OIL USED TO FIGHT 
PLAGUE Ol OF GNATS 


By the Associated Press. . 

CLARKSDALE, Miss., April 10. 
—Farmers built smudge fires and 
oiled their mules along the Missis- 
sippi delta today in an effort to 
save them from a scourge of buf- 
falo gnats that have.so far slain 
approximately 1000 of the animals 
in this State, LBowlsiana and Arkan- 
sas. 

Other livestock tm the river low- 


lands of the three states likewise 
have fallen prey to the plague of: 
pests that swarmed over the area 
last Tuesday in unprecedented 
numbers, but the mules have been 
the hardest hit. 

The oil treatment was started at 
the barn of the Yazoo Mississippi 
Delta Levee Board and the 35 mules 
to which it was first applied have 
remained unaffected by the gnats. 
The burning smudges prevent the 
gnats from settling.. Livestock men 
also are taking precautions to pre- 
vent an outbreak of anthrax. 

Veterinarians say the dead ani- 
mals in this county, Coahoma, will 
reach 400 or more. H. J. Hayes, 
véterinarian at Helena, Ark., re- 
ported that the loss on the western 
side of the river may reach 560 
head. A hundred and fifty mules

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TELEVISION PICTURES 


WITH MOVIE REALISM 


Images Two Feet Square | 
Shown by Chicago Inventor 


—Color Effects Produced, ! - 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, April 10.—Televisiog 
is approaching motion pictures in 
clearness of images it can repro- 
duce. 

A small group of spectators In 
the back room of a machine shop 


here looked last night at black and 
white pictures of nearby persons 


reproduced at the other end of the . 


same room. The images on the 
receiving screen were two feet 
square and moved with motions of 
the persons before the transmitting 
apparatus, 

These close-ups were nearly as. 
clear as movie films. Their pro- 
ducer, Ulysses A. Sanabria, thinks 
they were the largest and clearest 
black and white effects yet shown 
through television to the public. 

Harold Hayes, Federa! radio su- 
pervisor for the ninth district, de- 
scribed them as “marvelous, the 
best he had seen in three years of 
watching the growth of television.” 

Then the young inventor opened 
a bag of tricks. He gave one of 
his assistants a figurative shave, 
manipulating the light rays thrown 
on his face until evidence of «a 
heavy beard had been almost elim- 
inated. 

He threw such a tiny light on 
the subject that persons nearby 
could not discern his features, yet 
the receiving set picked up the re- 
flected rays and produced a clear 
view of the face. 

Then Sanabria tinted faces and 
objects placed before the close-up 
lens. Green on the label of a wa- 
ter jar was clearly apparent. 
Other colors also were faintly tint- 
ed into the tclevision image. 

The color work was done with 
neon-mercury gas and the biack 
and white pictures with helium 
gas turned into the special televi- 
sion lamp designed by Warren G, 
Taylor, collaborator with Sanab 
Neither claimed credit for develop 
ing color work in television but 
only the ability to achieve mino 
effects. 

The work was done, however, 
with only one light channel for 
the three primary colors, red, blue 
and green. 

“Colors in television are still in 
an embryonic stage,” he said. “Soe 
is much of our work In sound ef-. 
fects. Many owners of radios fear 
their sets will be rendered obso- 
lete by the immediate introduction 
of television. That is not true, 
Television will supplement the ra- 
dio. It has not yet reached a come 
mercial stage of development.”

1923. In the effcert to offset the 
loss of. revenue, the fare was in- 
creased to 8 cents in 1928 and late 
in 1929 to 10 cents cash or 12 
ticket rides for $1, with provision 
for 5-cent rides by ticket holdérs 
using more than 12 rides in a week. 
Despite the higher fare in effect 
throughout 1930, gross revenue de- 
clined $997,720. The decrease in 
business was 12 per cent in number 
of riders and 5 per ceht in revenue. 

In Transit. News the Public 
Service Co. points out the earnings 
of 7 per cent on only $31,000,000 in 
1930 and makes this comment: “As 
for earning on $63,500,000, the facts 
speak for themselves.”’ 

When the Public Service Com- 
mission increased the fare to 8 
cents it estimated that rate would 
enable the company to earn 7.14 
per centeon $63,500,000. The de- 
cline in business prevented this, and 
later the company applied for a 
straight 10-cent fare. -The Public 
Service Commission worked out the 
present schedule for experimental 
purposes to see if lower rates for 
regular riders would encourage rid- 
ing.

“The amount’ Bank of England Head Confers 


on Gold Distribution and 
Silver Slump. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORE> April 10.—It was 
explained in authoritative Wall 
Street banking circles yesterday 
that Montagn ‘Norman, governor of 
the Bank of England, during his 
visit to the United States, has dis- 
eussed with important banking men 
such matters as the mal-distribu- 
tion of the world’s gold supply, and 
the depressed price of silver, to- 
sether with the resultant effects on 
world trade. 


It was emphatically stated, how- 
ever, that Norman’s visit was not 


concerned with the negotiation of | 


any agreement, either in a prelim- 
inary or a final sense. It Was ex- 
plained that the discussions had 
been entirely informal, and primar- 
ily for the purpose of exchanging 
views. 

._As is. usual in visits of Central 
Bank heads to foreign centers, dis- 
cugsions have been kept secret, and 
Federal Reserve officials have de- 
clined to discuss them. Their atti- 
tude has been that since the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank is the 
correspondent in the United States 
of the Bank of England, officials of 
the two banks naturally would have 
questions to discuss from time to 
time.

‘central banks are seldom reached, 


it was pointed out. Each sich con- 
cern must have a selfish viewpoint 
which necessitates placing the ma- 
jor emphasis at any time on the 
economic welfare of the home 
country. Only when the economic 
Tnterests of two nations coincide do 
the policies of the respective cen- 
tral banks dovetail. 

A further restriction is that con- 
ditions might change suddenly aft- 
cr an agreement were reached #0 
that any central bank party to it 
would have to change its policy. 

When a credit was negotiated by 
the Bank of England some years 
ago the fact was announced offi- 
cially, as a detailed agreement was 
involved. But even in this case the 
Bank of England was acting as the 
fiscal agent of the British Govern- 
ment rather than in its own behalf.

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SOVIET PLANS 80 PCT. INCREASE 
IN 1931 COTTON PRODUCTION 


Nearly 6,000,000 Acres Will Be 
‘Planted; Imports From U. Ss, © 
Likely to Suffer Extensively. 
MOSCOW, April 10.—Plans of 


the Soviet Government to increase 
,Russia’s cotton production over 80 
per cent in 1931 will deal some- 
thing of a blow to the country’s 
imports from America if the plan 
is realized. 

Nearly 6,000,000 acres will be 


Planted to cotton, according to 
present plans. This is a 50 per 
cent incre ‘in, acreagesoyer 1930 


and the Gov ernthent: hopes, by the 
use of fertilizers and better equip- 
ment, to increase the crop 80 per 
cent. 

Imports of cotton in 1930 were 
57,830 tons, of which 20,806 tons 
came from the United States, 16,- 
418 tons from Egypt and the re- 
maiader from Persia, India, Tur- 
key, Afghanistan and China. 

By 1932 the Government expects 
that cotton imports will entirely 
cease, 

A total of 7400 tractors have 
been obtained to serve the various 
cotton districts, together with 120,- 
000 tons of fertilizer, $20,000 tons 
of wheat and general commodities 
worth 250,000,000 rubles. These 
are being furnished the planters 
by the Government at fixed state 
prices and an additional 100,- 
000.000 rubles is being advanced 
to planters in the areas under con- 
tract. 

It was recently reported that the 
Russian textile industry was im- 
proving, with the installation of 
American and English machinery 
and that exports of textiles to the 
near and Middle East are expécted 
to increase rapidly.

NICE, France, April 10.—Avow- 


ing the friendship of France for 
Italy in his farewell address :re- 


yesterday for Bizerta, Tunis, on an 
inspection tour of the French pro- 
tectorate. 

Speaking at a luncheon tendered 
him by the municipality of Nice, 
Doumergue recalled that Fanrce 
and Italy were allies during the 
World War and predicted the con- 
tinuanece of cordial relations be- 
tween the two nations. Declaring 
that France’s Mediterranean shore 
was particularly dear to him, he 
continued: 

“Noble and (friendly nations 
frame the -shore. One of them 
partook of our recent terribl: 
trials and fought valorously and 
gloriously at our side for defense 
and the triumph o fa great cause. 

“In the ‘course of that struggle 
our community of cultural interest 
and sentiment affirmed itself in so 
striking a fashion that JT am con- 
vinced the memory of it will al- 
ways remain living and active in 
our hearts.”’ 

Warning in Brusque Event. 

However, the President said, 
France must be on guard particu- 
larly “because of a brusque event, 
the importance of which both for 
the present and future must not be 
thisunderstood.”’ 

His hearers deduced that he was 

alluding to the Austro-German cus- 
toms pact. 
4. ‘‘The very ‘history. of the country 
“where that event occurred,” he 
said, “contains precedent full of 
teachings which it would be dan- 
gerous for us to forget. I do not 
wish to dramatize anything but we 
must put things in their right pro- 
portions. For thus it is that we 
guard against the other surprises 
and dangers which they may 
bring.” 

President Doumergue urged the 
maintenance of a strong military 
force in France inasmuch as there 
was no instrument in existence to 
enforce peace. 

Appreciate Value of Peacc. 

“France has suffered far too 
much from the war not to appre- 
ciate the full value of peace. But 
she has also acquired too much 
experience through hed own his- 
tory to ignore the fact that there 
is no durable peace without a se- 
curity of frontiers fully assured. 

“Therefore, France has a right 
to think that as long as the League 
of Nations, to whase existence she 
is so faithfully attached, has not 
at its disposal a military foree 
sufficient to impose the execution 
of its decisions on those not dis- 
posed to bow voluntarily before 
them, she must watch out, be on 
her guard and count much on her- 
self.” 

Affirming his desire for world 
peace, the President said: “Let us 
love France because she is’ the 
great. nation that no ambition 
agitates.” No rancor torments and 
no hate inspires. She has given 
the most striking and indisputable 
proofs of her love for peace.”

LISBON, Portugal, April 10. ~«

Aragao y Mello, as head of the 
movement at Angra do Heroismo, 
capital of the Azores, on Terceira 
Island, announcing that that island 
had decided to sever relations with 
Lisbon. <A similar but unsigned 
cablegram was received from San 
Miguel, largest of the group’s nine 
islands.

| AWARDS FOR AVIATION SAFETY. 

| Since man firSt dreamed of mechanical flight, one 


of his goals has been a device which would rise 


| Straight from the earth, hover in air and descend 
| Slowly to a stationary landing. And since man first be- 
gan to fly, he has constantly sought means to over- 
come fog, his chief aerial enemy. Neither objective 
has been wholly attained as yet, but two aviation 
rewards this week went to notable efforts in their 
direction. The Collier trophy was won by Harold F. 
Pitcairn and associates of Philadelphia, for develop- 
ing the autogyro, a type of plane invented by a Span- 
iard, Juan de la Cierva. The Harmon award was 
bestowed on Lieut. James H. Doolittle for his notable 
“blind flight,” in which he’described involved aerial 
convolutions, guided only by instruments. 

The autogyro, described in its citation as “the 
most revolutionary development in heavier-than-air 
craft since the first flights of the Wright brothers,” 
is unique in the four long vanes suspended above the 
body of the plane. These lend it an ungainly ap- 
pearance, but have proved highly efficient in check- 
ing speed for landing and for hovering in air. The 
navy’s purchase of an autogyro for tests in landing 
on vessels at sea indicates the possibilities. 

“Jimmy” Doolittle, now a St. Louis pilot, has ‘a 
record of daredevil exploits, but his flight in 1929 
with his plane cockpit hooded by canvas was more 
sensational than any of them. Using a new type alti- 
meter, a radio beacon and a directional gyroscope, 
he flew 15 miles under conditions surpassing the 
thickest fog and landed on a designated spot. The 
instruments he tested now have come into wide and 
generally successful use. 

Speed and power having received an undue share of 
attention for so long in aviation development, it is a 
healthful sign when the two achievements singled 
out for major distinction are directed toward safety.

St. Louis had 30 fatal motor accidents in the 
first two months of this year, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council. Only four other cities have a 
higher automobile death rate—Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Cleveland and Detroit.

Custodians of nation’s investments charged with betraying public by sponsoring 
speculative frenzy which led to market collapse; could have blocked stock, unit 
multiplication and pool manipulations; commercial bankers followed their lead; as 
financial rulers of U. S., banking leaders’ duty is to bolster economic balance.

HE rulers of our country today—if any 
T one class can be said to rule America— 

are our larger a bankers. Wall 
street's investment bafkers steadily are ad- 
vancing toward the domination of our larger 
New York commercial banks. The con- 
trolling shares in these genuinely gigantic 
organizations are held by investment trusts, 
integrated family fortunes or investment 
banking affiliates, for all of whom invest- 
ment bankers are becoming more and more 
the spokesmen. So, too, in the case of our 
larger industrial corporations, The con- 
trolling and supreme aspect of our capi- 
talistic industrial society is the investment 
of earnings in industry by the public. 


Investment bankers usually insist that, 
like the wise merchant, their duty is to 
sell the public what it wants, not what they 
think the- public should want. But a suc- 
cessful merchant must select and indorse 
the goods he sells, and an investment bank- 
er, if he desires to continue selling, cannot 
forget his securities as soon as he gets 
them out of the door. He must also be 
concerned with, though he will not support, 
the market price of the securities he sells. 


Unquestionably in the last few years our 
ruling oligarchy of investment bankers, to 
whom every investor in America yesterdcy 
was eager to pledge loyalty and obedience, 
have blundered grievously and publicly 
They have openly sinned in the market 
place. They madly multiplied and sold end- 
less units of speculation when prudence and 
foresight required them firmly to impose 
restraint. They showed as little foresight 
and as little restraint as did the wild real 
estate promoters of Florida. 


The prevalent excuse offered—that vast, 
excessive quantities of unseasoned stocks 
were sold to the public solely because the 
public was possessed of an insatiable, fool’s 
appetite—ignores the basic truths. The ap- 
petite of the public was stimulated, if not 
created, by the most subtle and most power- 
ful form of advértising and high-pressure 
sales skill—the constant and stupendous in- 
crease in the price of stocks on various ex- 
changes under the deft touch of pool manip- 
ulation. Pool manipulation is a most potent 
poison, and responsible investment bankers 
cannot evade the responsibility for the 
abuse of their most potent drug. 


The greater part of this recent wild 
multiplication and sale of excessive units 
of speculation, to the fanfares of fantastic 
economic theories and frenzied poo] manip- 
ulation, was the work of the lunatic fringe 
of Wall street, to be sure. That this lunatic 
fringe was stupid and ill advised, rather 
than dishonest, is shown' by the far-reach- 
ing manner in which those firms themselves 
have been punished by the collapse. 


With one or two notable exceptions, our 
more powerful investment banking firms 
stepped aside during the final wild episode 
of 1929. Yet their sins in the early stages 
of the boom were many; and they must 
bear the responsibility of not having put

have publicly used their influence to check 
the orgy of stock issues. Speeches and 
public counse! alone would have been jeered 
at as the bearish wailing of sold-out bulls. 
But our powerful inner group on Wall 
street could have effectively put an end 
to undue pool manipulation and the undue 
issuance of new securities through their 
control of our larger commercial banks and 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 


Private warnings, which would have been 
heeded in many quarters, followed up by a 
steady, carefully planned enforcement of 
credit restriction over a period of many 
months as to new stock underwritings, 
backed by a sharp discouragement of pool 
manipulation and by the writing down of 
offending pool stocks to absurdly low fig- 
ures for lending purposes, all to the ac- 
companiment of a few exemplary blows, 
would have effectively quieted down even a 
runaway bull market. 


All this could have.been done only if the 
leading investment bankers had themselves 
set the example by refraining from new 
stock offerings, by refusing to allow the 
prices of those stocks in which they were 
interested to be run up, and by~having 
the stock exchange officials discourage the 
bidding up of stocks by bull pools. If bear 
raiders can be restrained, so too can wild, 
reckless bull pools. 

Restraint of this kind would have called 
for much fortitude and a noteworthy will- 
ingness to forgo illusory profits of great 
size; but such a courageous stand wovld 
have allowed the investment market to ab- 
sorb and digest the securities already issued 
in an orderly manner. Thus, the inevitable 
business recession would have been but a 
severe recession, and not converted into the 
worst panic in over half a century. 


Our commercial bankers, moreover, fol- 
lowed the leadership or misunderstood thé 
silence of the more powerful investment 
bankers. Unable to resist the glittering, 
though illusive, profits involved, they set 
out to gather their share of the gold. They 
stepped beyond the established, cautious 
confines of commercial banking Wherein 
they had gained the public’s confidence as 
conservative financial counselors. ' 


The public expects and needs leadership 
and guidance in investment matters—even 
in a new economic era. The public had 
learned to distrust the optimism of brok- 
ers, but the public succumbed to the op- 
timistic encouragement of commercial] bank- 
ers. Surely bankers cannot fairly blame 
our debacle upon the public madness when 
all the public sought was guidance from 
those who held themselves out as experts. 

To escape succeeding decades of similar 
distress we must Jook, in a democratic state, 
to the greater wisdom and more foreseeing 
courage of our financial leaders. Unless 
our investment and commercial banking 
leaders prudently and courageously main- 
tain our investment banking machinery in 
balance as it distributes new securities, and 
unless they restrain it at critical times from

NEW CHAMBER MUSI 
AT ARTS. FESTIVAL 


Four Contemporaries’ Work 
Presented Including. Hinde- 
mith Trio at Park Plaza. 


HE works of four contempor- 
T ary composers were played at 
the ‘chamber music concert 
given in connection with the Mod- 
ern Arts Festival at the Park 
Plaza Hotel yesterday afternoon. 


pe composers represented were 


Paul Hindemith, the German ex- 
ponent of “linear counterpoint,” 
Arnold Bax, the Irish composer, 
Cecil Burleigh and Mark Wessel. 
The artists taking part were Max 
Steindel, cellist; Joseph Farrber 
and Francis Jones, violinists; 
Philip Neeter, viola; Edward A. 
Murphy, horn; Ermete Simonazzi, 


oboe, and Mrs. David Kriegshaber, 


piano. 

The trio for violin, viola and 
cello by Paul Hindemith was the 
most advanced and the most ar- 
resting number on. the program 
and was played with appropriate 
vigor and incisiveness by the three 
artists engaged. Like the concerto 
for orchestra which played such a 
prominent part in the final con- 
cert given by the St. Louis Sym- 
phony, it has a glittering bright- 
ness, a restless movement and &@ 
rhythmic .wilfulness. The _ trio, 
however, is almost frankly atonal, 
though occasional unison passages 
recall the music to a sense of key 
obligation, and ufilike the concerto, 
employs a complicated counter- 
point of rhythm. It proved to be a 
stimulating number to both aydi- 


ences that heard it. 


The sonata for violin and piano 
“On the Life of St. Paul,” by Bur- 

leigh, was modern only in a chrono- 
logical sense. In spirit it was thor- 
oughly romantic. Members of the 
audiences who had viewed Carl 
Milles’ conception of St. Paul in 
the exhibit of sculpture downstairs 
must have been surprised to find 
the famous apostle in the knight 
errant’s role that Burleigh had 
chosen for him. This number was 
played with a great deal of emo- 
tional depth and breadth by Faer- 
per and Mrs. Kriegshaher. 

Murphy’s essay on the horn was 
a demonstration of the fact that 
such an instrument can be played 
with a homogenedus tone quality 
from start to finish. The Mark 
Wessel number had considerable 
charm but was likewise couched in 
a conservative idiom. 

The fiftal number on the pro- 
gram gate a St. Louis audience its 
first opportunity to hear Bax, one 
of the most important composers 
of the contemporagy English group. 
If the Hindemith trio was an ex- 
position of the wiil in music, Bax 
was obviously making a return to 
the premptings of the heart and 
soul. His musical speech, however, 
was a modern one in its free use 
of dissonant harmonies and sudden 
‘transitions. The thematic mate- 
rial employed was derived from 
Irish folk music and it was set 

forth with a beautiful ingenunity 
of design against a thoroughly rich 
and suggestive backgreund.

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NATURAL GAS CUTS. 
SAN FRANCISCO RATE 


Reduction of 29 Pct. in Cost, 
44 Pct. Increase in Use 
Cited by Utility. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 10.— 
Since the introduction of natural 
gas here in place of manufactured 
gas, the average consumer uses 44 
per cent more, measured in heat 
units, and pays 29.9 per cent less, 
according to the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. The comparative fig- 
ures are given in advertisements 
published by the company. 

Full natural gas service was 
started June 1, 1930, although for 
some months before that the com- 
pany had been supplying part nat- 
ural gas. For the first six months 
of all natural gas service, June to 
November, inclusive, 1930, the av- 
erage consumer's bill was $13.89 
compared with $19.82 for the cor- 
responding six months of 1928 
when all manufactured gas was 
served. 

An the six months’ period of 
1930 the average consumer used 
14,760,000 heat units compared 
with 11,570,000 in the earlier pe- 
riod. 

On this basis the company calcu- 
lates the actual saving to consum- 
ers on their bills for the six mionths 
was $2,209,000 and that when the 
additional use of gas is considered 
the saving amounts to $4,209,000. 

The company has its own pipe 
line system bringing the gas from 
points about 300 miles south of 
San Francisco. The system com- 
prises about 800 miles of high- 
pressure mains, 16 to 26 inches in 
diameter, with a daily capacity of 
200,000,000 cubic feet, which may 
be increased to 300,000,000 cubic 
feet by intermediate compression. 
Two storage holders, one in San 
Francisco and one in Oakland, have 
a combined storage capacity of 
18,000,000 cubic feet. The ecom- 
pany’s total outlay on this project 
was $28,000,000.

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USE OF ROTARY MIXER 


IN PAVING JOBS URGED 


Contractors Want City to 
Specify New. Device; No 


Action Taken. 
a 

The nine contractors generally 
doing asphalt paving for the city 
and representatives of two large 
banks which discount the special 
paving tax bills for the contractors 
agreed, at a hearing by the Board 
of Public Service today, that a pat- 
ented rotary mixer for preparing 
asphalt at their plants is better 
than the old ‘“pugville” mixing 
system and costs no more to em- 
ploy. The board took under ad- 
visement the question of specifying 
that asphalt shall be mixed by the 
rotary method. 

President Kinsey, of the board, 
said it was desired to make sure 
that paving costs would not be in- 
creased by the new plan, and that 
quality would be improved.. He 
added that the board felt asphalt 
would be delivered at a more uni- 
form temperature under this 
scheme, which is desirable. The 
contractors explained that it would 
-cose $4000 to $8000 to equip ea 
plant with the rotary mixer and 
that rental royalty would be 25 
cents per ton. The city generally 
‘requires 50,000 to 60,000 tons an- 
nually. 

The contractors and the bankers 
said the costs *would not be in- 
creased, because of a number of 
savings'in operating expense the 
rotary plan rhade possible. The 
bankers said tax bill discounting 
would not be affected and Fred 
i. English, attorney representing 
banks and contractors, declared 
the change in specifications would 
be legal. 

G. Locke Tarlton and Cecil L 
Newbold, contractors and personal 
friends and political supporters of 
Mayor Miller, own stock in the 
rotary mixer, Tarlton told a re- 
porter. 

Tarlton’s Central Paving Ca and 
the Bridges Asphalt Paving Co. 
already use the rotary mixer. All 
the contractors agreed that this 
device gave a better pavement be- 
cause it handled larger quantities, 
enabling a truck to be filled with 
a single batch, at uniform temper- 
ature, and it reduced the time of 
loading trucks. C. W. Atkins, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, said he had not yet 
been able to make a comprehensive 
survey of the subject.

To simplify the meal, omit 
the appetizer and serve the salad 
as a first course instead of after 
the chicken. Diced fresh or canned 
pineapple combined with an equal 
amount of diced, crisp celery and 
mixed with fruit dressing or a lit- 
tle mayonnaise is served on small 
lettuce leaves or with French en- 
dive. 
To go' back to the chicken for 
Sunday dinner—either broilers or 
young roasters weighing about two 
pounds each may be used. The 
roasters contain more flesh in pro- 
portion than the broilers, and by 
cooking them just a little longer 
they can be made as tender. ‘ 
Two broilers or one roasting 
chicken from two to two and one- 
half pounds will serve four psople. 
Have the chicken cut in pieces for 
serving, roll in flour seasoned with 
salt and pepper and brown quickly 
in-a little hot fat in a heavy frying 
pan. When. all the chicken is 
brown, pile it all in the frying pan, 
having drained off the fat, and add 
one-half cup milk. Cover closely 
and simmer for 25 to 40 minutes or 
until the chicken is tender. 
Make a gravy from the juices re- 
maining in the pan combined with 
one and one-half tablespoons flour 
and one cup water. Cut the chick- 
en liver and gizzard fine and add to 
the gravy. Corn fritters and mash- 
ed potatoes are the best ‘accom- 
paniments to this dish, though 
sauted canned corn is.a close sec- 
ond in poularity to corn fritters. 


Most of the foods suggested for 
Sunday dinner blend into a yellow 
color scheme that is appropriate 
for after Easter. Use a bowl of 
mixed spring flowers with daffo- 
dils or yellow frecesias predominat- 
ing for a table center piece. 
One of the nicest things about 
the present day food supply is 
there are no longer very deffhite 
seasons for foods, or in other words 
home makers can almost. forget 
seasons if they know how to take 
advantage of the excellent array of 
canned products that are available. 
As a further help in this direction 
there are also certain foods pre- 
served by a quick freezing process 
that retains the fullest flavor. Fish 
is one of the important. products 
that have been marketed by this 
method, and which can be bought 
in many inland sections of the 
country. 
In planning the meals for this 
week many foods are used which 
not very long ago would have been 
impossible in an economical food 
plan for the first of April. 
For instance, cherry tarts are 
used on Tuesday night for dessert; 
these are made from canned pitted 
red cherries. One can will make 
six tarts. Drain the juice from the 
cherrries and heat it to the boiling 
point. Mix one-half cup sugar 
with one tablespoon cornstarch and 
stir into the hot cherry juice. Boil 
until clear, smooth and thick. Cool, 
add the cherries and fill baked 
tart shells with the mixture, gar- 
nish with a little whipped cream 
and serve cold. 

So far as possible home cdoks 
should ~ make use of the young 
spring vegetables from now on in 
the mé@nus. <A vegetable dinner 
once a week made up of a com- 
bination of fresh vegetables will 
do much to stimulate appetites and 
tide one over the_ “spring fever” 
period, because it adds such a good- 
ly amount Of vitamins and min- 
erals to the food supply. One such 
meal is suggested for Wednesday.

living alone have been studied by 
the Bureau of Heme Economica, U. 
8. Department of Agriculture, and 
a guide has been developed to aid 
those who are forced to live on 
very small incomes during the 
present employment emergency. 
The guide supplies a list of foods 
‘for one week which will give good 
nutrition returns for a limited out- 
lay of money. 

Each week, according to this 
food guide, an adult woman needs 
three and a half to seven quarts of 
milk, four to five pounds of bread, 


pound of cereal; three to four 
pounds of potatoes, one-fourth to 
one-half pound of legumes which 
includes peanut butter, one and a 
half to two pounds of tomatoes, 
four to six pounds of other vegeta- 
bles and inexpensive fruits, one to 
two pounds of lean meat, fish and 
poultry, one to three eggs, one- 
fourth pound of cheese, nuts and 
gelatin, three-fourths pound of 
fats, such as lard, salt pork, bacon, 
margarine, butter, etc.; one to one 
and one-fourth pounds sugars and 
sweets, one-half pound coffee, one- 
eighth pound of tea, one-third 
pound of cocoa. 

The list presupposes that the 
cooking will be done at home. 

Women more than men, the bu- 
reau says, are inclined to eat ir- 
regularly. When they live by 
themselves this tendency is fur- 
ther exaggerated — so the first 
requisite is to have regular meals. 

Dr. Hazel K. Stiebeling, food 
economist of the bureau, who 
developed the food guide, empha- 
sizes that if a woman eats alone 
she must exercise greater care and 
thought in meal planning. Because 
of the expense and difficulty in

best way to avoid this, she suggests, 
is to plan the entire week’s menus 
before guing ovt to shop. Storage 
end refrigerating facilities play an 
important part in keeping down ex- 
penses.

A recipe follows for making the 
apricot ice cream at home in the

gredients are well blended. Turn 
into the freezing pan of the re- 
frigerator and let freeze again. 
This method is good for making 
any fruit ice cream with the least 
possible effort. 
Apricot Ice Cream. 

Soak one-half pound dried aoe: 
cots in two cups cold water for sev- 
eral hours, then boil slowly in the 
same water until very tender. Rud 
through a fine strainer and put the 
pulp inasaucepan with one cup 
sugar. Beat three egg yolks until 
light and add gradually to the apri- 
cot pulp. Stir over a slow fire un- 
til very hot. Remove at once from 
the fire and stir in two teaspoons 
gelatine that have been soaked for 
10 minutes in two tablespoons coid 
water. Coo] the mixture then fold 
in the stiffly beateua whites of the 
egeEs. 

Pour into the freezing pan of a 
mechanical refrigerator and chill, 
then fold in one-half cup heavy 
cream whipped stiff. When par- 
tially frozen stir from the bottom 
and sides of the pan, mixing thor- 
oughly, then return to the refrig- 
erator and let freeze to the re- 
quired consistency. 

Jellied Rhubarb. 

Wash one pound young, pink 
rhubarb, cut in inch long pieces and 
put in a saucepan with one cup 
water. Boil for five minutes, add 
three-quarters cup sugar and stir 
until the sugar is dissolved. Meas- 
ure the rhubarb—there should be 
two cupsful, if not add enough 
boiling water to make that much. 
Reheat to the boiling point, then 
stir in one package orange or 
lemon flavored gelatine. Pour into 
individual molds or a large one 
and set aside to chil] and harden. 
Turn out and serve with custard 
Sauce of with whipped cream, 

Tomato Appetizer. 

Cut firm, ripe tomatoes across 
in slices about one-third inch thick. 
Spread each slice with a thin layer 
of anchovy paste. Place half a 
deviled egg upright on each slice of 
tomato and serve with a garnish of 
watercress. Allow one to a serving 
and arrange on individual plates. 
Serve very cold. 

An Easter Salad. 

Mix two cups flaked fresh or 
canned crabmeat with one cup

DEMOCRATIC CHAIRMAN SHOUSE 
REPLIES TO M’ADOO’S ATTACK 


Points Out That He Supported Lat- 
ter at Presidential a 
Conventions. 

By the Associated Press. 
OMAHA, Neb., April 10.—Jouett 


Shouse, chairman of the National 
Executive Committee of the Demo- 
cratic party, has issued a statement 
in reply to the letter of William G. 
McAdoo, in which McAdoo declined 
to act on a Los Angeles reception 
committee for Shouse and warned 
the party against acceptance of the 
policies of National Chairman John 
J. Raskob. 

Shouse called attention to the 
fact that he had supported McAdoo 
when McAdoo’s name was before 
national conventions for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for President. 

“T shall not be drawn into alter- 
cations with Democrats anywhere,” 
Shouse said. “It is, of course, en- 
tirely within Mr. McAdoo’s rights 
to decline the invitation to serve 
on the committee named to greet 
me in Los Angeles. 

“I am going to the Pacific Coast 
in response to persistent urging by 
Democratic leaders of*the states in 
that section. I am going because 
these leaders have felt that by so 
doing I can supplement and assist 
their organization activities. I am 
going to try and help pave the 
way for the election of the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1932;

Yet there is clear evidence that not

But that passion, in the form 
which we are accustomed to 
ascribe to it, appears to have nod 
place in the emotional idyls of our 
barbarian forefathers. Infidelity is 
treated as an incident of little im- 
portance and appears to be regard- 
ed as nowise inconsistent. 

If we go farther back still in the 
history of culture, beyond the tradi- 
tions of our own, we find that the 
jealousy of primitive humanity has 
no reference to claims on any given 
individual of the opposite sex. The 
fury of an Australian black at his 


being dispossessed of his wife is 
immediately allayed-by his acquir- 
ing another. Not only does the 
primitive form of jealousy differ 
entirely from the corresponding 
sentiment amongst ourselves, but 
we find very little in uncultured 
humanity that answers to our 
notion of love between the sexes. 

Affectionate tenderness is, among 
Savage peoples associated with fam- 
ily relationships, with mother and 
sisters, brothers, children, the clan, 
the tribe, but not particularly with 
sex. It is a diffuse sentiment akin 
to patriotism and civic loyalty.

Useless Punishment 


Tier young mother is apt to make 
her serious mistakes when 
she counters difficulties in 
training her child to habits of 
cleanliness. 

He has perhaps already been 
trained to keep himself both dry 
and clean when suddenly he re- 
lapses to the habits of infancy. The 
‘mother is apt to take this as a de- 
liberate piece of naughtiness which 
calls for punishment. Such punish- 
ment seldom results in improved 
behavior. 
There are several reasons for 
this. In the first place, the relapse 
is due to factors entirely outside of 
the child’s control. A change in 
diet, a recent illness which upset 
his routine, a new nurse to whom 
he had difficulty in adjusting him- 
self, an atmosphere of unusual ex- 
citement and nervous tension in 
the home—any one of these is 
enough to cause him to lose the 
control which he has so laboriously 
learned. 


ae Sometimes, too, the relapse is 
due to the fact that the parent has 
considered the training an accom- 
plished fact and has put entire re- 
sponsibility for cleanliness upon the 
child before he is ready for it. 
Punishment then is likely to 
make the child feel that he is be- 
ing made to suffer for something 
which is not his fault and to arouse 
in him a desire to “get even,” 
which will lead him to further in- 
dulge his failing. 

In another type of child punish- 
ment leads to a sense of discour- 
agement, which has similar results. 
During the early stages,of training 
in habits of proper elimjnation it is 
best to make little or no comment 
on failure and briefly to praise suc- 
cess. 

When relapses occur later on, it 
is best to treat them as if they were 
simply mistakes and to proceed 
conscientiously with the training 
Foutine.
